It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney discussed claim 1 and argued that the Watanabe 
reference did not read upon the claims. Attorney tried to point out that there is a vast difference between color tone 
and chormaticity and brightness and luminance. No decision was reached with this point. Furthermore, Attorney 
argued that the applications use of the word "data points" was interpreted too broadly and will try to narrow the 
meaning to read "pixel element" in order to provide a more precise calibration to the display.
